The pisiatiff then 
claimed the money, forniture, Жо, of the deseared, who was in 
tolerably comfortable dircametances ; but the defendant, his воп, 
and four of Ме brothers and tieters, resleted the olafm, on the 
ground that their father, at the time he made Мо will was in an 
unsound state of mind. The ease was then sent tò the Probate 
Court, in London; butasthe sum in dispute was belów £300, it 
was referred back for adjadioation to the Preston Oousty Court. 
The evidence for the plaintiff was to the effect that the old man 
Woods, although of an eooentrio, stupid disposition, was of sound 
mind, that he made his will whilst in his tight senses, and that he 
had “courted " the plaintiff, who described herself aa а widow, 
because she had never seen her husband for eighteen years, on 
perfectly rational and voluntary principles.

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PROSPECT OF RENEWED HOSTILITIES IN.JAPAN. 
Tux China Mail says Japan has been the subject of some avxiety 
during the last fortnight, and there are not wanting prospects cf 
epeedy hostilities in the Straits of Shimonosaki, whioh forms the 
Gibraltar of the inland sea. Matters, says that journal, may thus 
briefly be stated :— | 

“ On or about the 25.ћ of July last two Japanese 'ambassadors' 
reached Yokohama by the mail steamer. Both were dressed ag 
Езгоргън, and had been forthree months in England, whither they 
bad been sent, they affirmed, by their master, the Prince of Nagato. 
Phortly after their arrival, two of ber Majesty's vessels of war (the 
Barossa өвд the Cormorant) got up steam and proceeded to the 
Straits of Shimonosaki with the то men on board. There wore 
also on board an engineer о лег aed some Wrench and Dutch 
officers. This was the first visit paid to there straits by any foreizn 
vessel for about а year, and there was some reason to suspect that 
Nagato had, in the interval, strengthened his fortifications There 
В every reason to supp че that thie euspicion i» correot. Whatever 
errand the two ships of war went upon—we hear it was to demand 
the opening of tbe Inland Sea—they returned without having ac- 
complished it. АП their demands met from the Prince of Nagato 
an absolute refusal The ‘ambassadors’ were put on shore 
at their meeter’e territory. Та  conseqoence of what 
энэ it was at once arranged that the combined

ANOTHER HORRIBLE MURDER NEAR WINDSOR 


A very barbarous murder has just been discovered at Sunvingbill 
Perk, the seat of Mr. Р. Н. (rutohley, near Ascot. On Baturday 
efiernoon a carrier, named Kentish, called about holf-past five 
o'clock at в Jodge near the road leading to Sunningdale, for the 
purpose of leaving some papers. This lodge was kept by an old 
woman nawed Butler, who was abont seventy years of ace. On 
Kentish opening the door and entering the lodge, he was much sur- 
d and horrified to find the old woman sitting on the floor near 
е entrance, with her head covered with wounds and streaming 
with blood. On the oarrier ashing her what was the matter, she 
was just able to utter а few exclamations of pain, and became in- 
sensivle. Kentish hastened to the adjacent farm for nesistacce, 
and Dr. Hewitt, of Winkfield, was immediately sent for, bat 
the poor old woman had expired from the dreadful mature of 
the injuries she had received. There were three frightful 
outs оп the back and two on the top of the head. They had 
evidently been inflicted with some bunt instrument, as 
the cap which Mre. Batler wore bad not been out through 
Sergeant Mansell, on receiving notice of the murder, sent for In- 
spector R-eos and Saperintendent Ігетордег, of the Berks con- 
stabulary, who immediately proceeded tothe scene of the murder, 
and minutely searched the premises in the hope of finding some 
traces of the old woman's murderer.

NORTH LONDON WORKING-OLASSES' INDUSTRIAL 
EXHIBITION. 


Ол Monday, Earl Russell formally opened the above-named ex- 
hibition in the Agricoltura! Най, Islington, in the presence of an 
immense concourse of people, all of whom were admitted by ticket 
at the prices;of 24. 6d. and 18. each. ‘I'he noble earl arrived at the 
ball at three o'clock, and was conduoted to a platform by the com- 
mittee of officers. He was accompanied by Lady Rastell and Lady 
Amelia Romilly, and was enthusiastically cheered as he walked up 
the body of the hall, and took the seat assigned him. On the noble 
earl tating the chair, the ceremony commenced by a choir of 1,000 
voices sioging the Old Hundredth Psalm, accompanied by the 
grand organ, whioh wae played by Dr. Weley, organist of Win- 
Chester Osthedra! and College. 

Mr. Warrs, the hon. secretary, read в report of the managing 
committee, composed of working mon, Stating the circumstances 
under which tbe Exhibition bad been set oa foot’ They were en- 
couraged, they said, to undertake it from the success which attended 
a Working Man's Ё xhibition in the south of London, and from a 
conviction that there was much talent amorg the working classes 
whioh lay dormant for want of fitting opportunities for Из exer- 
cise and appreciation. They eventua!ly resolved to form в North 
London Exhibition, including the districts of Olerken well, Ialing- 
ton, Bt Pancras, St. Luke's, Hoxton, В: Andrew's Holborn. aud 
Bloomsbury, but not excluding exhibitors from other parts of the 
metropolis should the committee bave sufficient space at their cis- 
posal. It was to consist of objects manufactured by the exhibitors, 
either as specimens of skilled worbmanship, or examples of eelf- 
taught bandicraft, and they bad been greatly sssisted in carrying 
out the project by local committees. They at length placed 
themselves in communication with the directors of the 
Agricultura! Hall who entered into the scheme in а friend] 
and encouraging split, and offered them the use of the 
large ball upon liberal terms. With tbe aid of Mr. Foster, the 
secretary cf tte Society of Arte, they appointed adjudicatcrs to 
award the prizes from вт Орд the council of the scolety. Тһе com- 
mittee referred, in passing, to the success attending their guarantee 
fund for carrying out the objects of the exhibition.

Captain 
Becher commenced his career ср а povy, в.д was as remarkable for 
the boldness of his riding as for the judgment he dieplayed in tho 
bunting-field. Boing popular with the nobleaeu oud gentlemen in 
his neighbourhood, he received the app intment of captain in а 
yeomanry regiment, which gave him а Маша among his contempo- 
гаг!ев of much beuefit throughout his career. In 188) he firat camo 
out at Бі Alban's, where, on Mr Avgereicin's Tattler, һә rode 
second to Lord Ranelagh’s Wonder. At the same place, іп 1832, 
for the Grand Steep!cchaee, he was third on Corinthian Kate to 
Moonraker, ridden by Dan Beffeit; and in 1834 he was in the rame 
position on Zigzag to The Poet, who was ewered ty Jem Mason.

Oat off 
from the main body, with only 104 men, he was com- 
pelled to stand his ground against overwhelming 
odds, and it was not until three o'clock, when his 
ammunition was all but expended, that the head of 
the column appeared, and the artillery was brought 
to bear, Even then tbe Arabs did not relax their fire or 
beat а precipitate retreat, but fell upon the column 
itself, and were only repulsed at some points with 
the bayonet. 

We give ап illuetration on the opposite page of 
the defeat of the insurgents, and also the reading of 
the terms of submission to the heads of the insurgent 
tribes. 


TERMINATION OF THE WAR IN NEW 
ZEALAND. 


Tux last шай brought an account of the defeat of 
the Maori rebels at Pah Te Ranga, the position taken 
up by them after their evacuation of the Gate Pah. 
This last event has proved more decisive than was 
at first anticipated. The Maori combioations have 
been completely broken up, and peace is re-establish- 
ed. Several о! the principal leaders have given in 
their submission, and it was reported that even 
William Thompson was about to meet the governor 
and take the oath of allegiance. 

The Melbourne Argus of the 25th of August 
says :— 

г Oar latest of the war 18 that here іг в possibility 
of peace, but there is little to justify the formation of any definite 
opinion on the subject. The past month hae added but little to the 
narrative of events which will in the end form one of 
the moet important «poohs in the history of New Zealand. The 
Constance, which lett Auckland for Sydney on the 14th July, 
brought ns word there were no further movements by the rebel 
who were said to be suffering from want of food. Wi Kin 
and party were reported to in Taranaki district, and the 
garrison there wae doubled. A number of the Waikatos were en- 
deavouring to stir up the Hawke's Bay natives to join the King 
party, and as a sort of couuter demonstration, & party of Агата 
chiefs visited the governor at Auckland. Two hundred and fifty 
Poverty Bay natives were reported as about to join the rebels. 
The only change in our own movements was the abandonment of 
Meremere redoubt, and the removal of @ portion of the artillery to 
B,dney. А few days after the receipt of the above news, the 
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Xanthe brought Auckland 
them we learnt that the re natives were disheartened—without 
clothing, tobacco, and almost without food; yet there угаа no talk 
of surrender. They were intensely suspicious of the colonial 
Government's intentions; and hoped after all that the Imperial 
Government would step in and screen them. The Heralds oor- 
respondent wrote that no one believed that the Мірівіту would 
abate one jot of their plans for the permanent subjugation of the 
country. No one had any confidence in Governor Grey, end he 
might interpose difficulties, but it was believed if he should do 
во that the Ministry would insist on an immediate summons of 
parliament. The natives in the north were very quiet, but some 
think that might arise from no one saying anything to them 
about obeying the law. The work of militery settlement was 
going on slowly bat steadily. There was bat scanty intelligence 
of the rebels. William King and his party had seceded from the

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Maniopoto tribe, and gone towards Taranaki ;~ but 
where Rewi and the Meniopotos were no one knew. 
It was possible that they had saved some seed corn 
and potatoes, and gone to plant and sow in the dis- 
fant fastnesses. Jf not, the war can herdly be 
expected to last many months longer. It ‘was го- 
moured that on General Galloway's visit to Maun- 
getutori the militia refused to turn out on parede, 
оп account of the badness and ingofficiency of their 
rations, and the ringleaders were arrested and con- 
fined. Our last news, down to the 18 of August, 
is far more obeering. We were by that informed 
that 150 leading men of the rebels had already 
signed a declaration of allegiance. А great chan; 
of feeling was evident among them, and tbe ог 
being supposed to have passed, signs of peer were 
perceptible. Governor Grey and General Cameron 
bad sailed for Tauranga, to receive the formal sub- 
mission of the East Coast natives; and it ig stated 
that William Thompson was desirous of surren- 
dering, if he could firet have a short ‘korero’ with 
hie excellency the governor to satisfy his mind upon 
а few pointe which have been troubling him for some 
time He is said to have quite recovered from the 
serious illness from which he has been suffering for 
some time past, and now to be thoroughly alive 
to the advisability of submitting to the Queen's 
authority, provided he can do so with good grace, 
and make his submission pass over with eclat before 
а real live governor. From the camp up to Wai- 
kato no news has come to hand of the presence of 
rebels in their vicinity having been noticed."

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Wueraer for good or for evil, the commander of the army of the 
Potomac has once more devoted himself earnestly to that task which 
not only Бе, but all his predecessors, Бате hitherto іп vain sal- 
tempted to accomplish—namely, the capture of Richmond. The 
grand army of the North hss been largely reinforced within the 
past few weeks, and already some of those preliminsry operations 
have taken place which must be considered the harbingers of æ 
great and combined effort which it is fondly hoped by the Federal 
Governmert wii! prove successful. Never, certainly, before has 
tho attack on Ricbzaord been pursued with equal pertinacity ; never 
have such gigantic sacrificss been made to ensure success; and 
never have the cutpoals of the besieging army approached so close 
to the walls of the threatened city. Never before did the North 
employ so numerous or so well sppointed an army as that which 
followed Grant across the Rappahannock, and which now, after 
many  vicissitudes and terrible reverses, is encamped on 
the banks of the James hiver. Military engineers sey 
that the reduction of a besieged town is & mere question of 
time, and so it undoubtedly is if the town is invested. Rich- 
mond can never have been 88М to bave been besieged іп 
the strict sense of that term, and therefore the dictum to which we 
have referred does not in the present imatance admit of application. 
Bat elthough the communications of Richmond with the West are 
intact, it is not without just apprehension that the friends of the 
Southern Confederacy see the legions of the North closing in upon 
the capital. It is, however, in the history of the past that they find 
their chief consolation, and so often have tbey seen the Federal 
forces obliged to return in discomfiture from before the defences of 
a city which they proclaimed to be doomed, that they are fain to 
believe that however often, or under whatever circumstances, their 
efforts are renewed, the result must always be the same. To our 
winds Richmond was in greater danger last May than it is now 
but nevertheless the operations of the Federal lieutenant- general 
are not to be despised. He evidently intends striking а blow the 
effect of which it will need all the vigilance and all the resources 
of Ше Confederate commander-in-chiet to counteract.

There are middle- 
aged cflicers among us who have been quartered even so near 
Loudon ag Reading, with в detachment of the Grenadier Guards, 
to stop the progress of incendiariam іп the surrounding district. 
But the mania, like other mischievous manias, bad ite day, and 
had, it was hoped, died out.

“ Preciacly at ten о clook the long train of hunting waggons, each 
drawn by a pair of horses, passed down the avenue from the pslace 
door, where some of the royal lacies made their sppcarance for а 
moment to see the gentlemen off aud wish them a pleasant day's 
sport. lu the firet vehicle were hie Majesty the King and 
Prince of Wales, both looking rewarkably well, and seemingly 
engaged in animated conversation. About twelve or fourteen 
сытіздев followed, conveying the gentlemen of the suite and 
those invited to take part im the royal chasse. Amongst Ше 
former were the comptrolier of the Prince of Wales's household, 
the lord in waiting ou his royal highness, and tho equerry ia waiting 
The place of rendezvous was about four or five miles distant, and 
th» usual cordon was formed, and the usual search through the 
«Otda by the beaters was put ia practice. 

Seventocn large stage were the produce of the day's sport, and 
two or three of these fine animals are put down to the Prince of 
Wales's score, with а brace of fexes. 1 believe the Prince is an 
exellent shot when һе gets the chance; and, sportsman to the 
back-bone, no amount of walking seems to weary his royal high- 
ness во long as the slightest expectation of starting the game re- 
mains.

atriotly the usual exportation to the islands. Fowls here are cheap 
enough and plentiful, but they are wonderfully small and ill- 
fattened, and Danish poulterers seem to have the unpleasant habit 
of kiliog their tame birds а few hours before they are cooked, 
which has the effect of making the smallest and plumpest lookiog 
chicken a veritable piece de resistance ‘Lhe Danes are not as good 
соокв аз the French; but it they had their own excellent meat 
again from the peninsula, aud would take one or two hints from 
strangere—the last thing, by the wey, which this үнэд little people 
would do—one might live very comfortably in this kingdom. 
Wines are generaliy а good, and 1 believe always un- 
adulterated; ond tne inferior descriptions are very cheap, and 
generally drunk by respectable people.

Between опе and two o'clock a ory 
was raised that the steamer was approaching. Every eye wss im- 
mediately turned towards the objeot which had occasioned this 
remark. Round the south bend of the Humber the outline of a 
large steamer met tbe view. High in the water, with her two 
funnels pouring forth dense volumes of smoke, she advanced with 
right royal speed. All doubt of ite being the expected steamer soon 
dissipated, and her course was watohed with pleasure. The Salamis 
ie a vessel of 850 tons, and в horse-power of 250. With әпоһ в

Вноскто DEATH вт FALLING INTO Воплча Ітесто--Оп the 
morning of Saturday last a man named John Kelly, а labower em- 
ployed in the chemical works of Messrs Ward and Со, 452, Gars- 
cube-road, Glasgow, met his death by accidentally falling into a 
large pan of boiling liquid used in the manufaoturing of potash. 
Не was engaged at the timein stirring the liquid, and had stembled 
and fell into the pan, which is about nine feet deep by nine feet in 
diameter, and was full of the liquid at the time. His shrieke were 
heard by some of the workmen, and immediate assistance was ren- 
dered, but the unfortunate man bad sunk to the bottom, death, 
it їв thought, being almost instantaneous, and some time elapsed 
before the body was recovered.

THE PAVILION AT BR'GHTON. 


Tax Pavilion at Brighton, co intimately asso- 
ciated with the Oourt of George IV, has just been 
restored to a state closely resembling that of its 
original magnificence During the reign of King 
William IV the Pavilion was occastonally 
honoured by the presenoe of royalty ; and when, 
in the conrse of the earlier years of the present 
reigu, her Majesty resorted to Brighton, the 
Pavilion still renked аз в royal residence. On the 
discontinuance of these royal visits to the queen 
of watering-plaoes, an order was given for the 
disraantiog of the Pavilion ; вод, in accorcancs 
with this mandate, many of the choicest decora- 
tions of the rooms were removed from Brighton 
and placed іп Backingham Рајасә or Windsor 
Castle. The building іше), with іш domes of 
Hindoo and Moorish semblazce, still remained ; 
but even these were threatened with desecration, 
анд the time came when the ep'endid palatial toy 
of an English movaroh bide fair to come under 
the hammer of the auctioneer. Fortonately for 
Brighton, the corporation of that salabrious town 
became the purchasers of the Pavilion at а cost of 
£53,000; and though they could uot at овоо pro- 
cred to re-deck the interior in tho style of regal 
splendour in which it had been furnished by th- | 
fourth George, they devoted the suite of apart- 
ments to tbe publio good for the purposes of 
concerts, balle and fashionable assemblies. 
Prompted more recently by the spirit of growing 
prosperity in their much-frequented town, the 
authorities having obtained permanent possession 
cf the Pavilion, determiued to restore it ae far as 
practicable to its pristine condítior. Ті» work 
was one of no small maguiinde, and was beset 
with many difficulties, the greatest of which was 
the recovery of the decorative woiks which had 
been removed, вий to which the corporation bad 
то claim. Ап appli-ation was, however, made, 
through the Lord Chamberlain, to her Majesty, 
the result of which was that all the пларрго 
priated ornaments of the Pavillon remaining at 
ber Majesty's disposal « ere ordered to be returned 
to Brighton. Desigus for the renovation of the 
interior were made by Мг. Panteenius, of Lon- 
don, вод the work of redecoration was entrusted 
to M Tony Dury, а Frenoh artist, residing at 
Warwick. This gentleman, aided by a сошро- 
tent staff of seetstante, has, in Име less than 
six months, во completely executed the difficult 
task he andertook, that the Pavilion will now take 
в high rank amongst the public baildings of Eng- 
land. Of the groteeque Oninese groups, paiuted 
on even large panels in the banqvetiog-room 
one alone remained; but with this one, the work 
of Jones and Lambslot, the original decorators of 
the Pavilion, who spent much tiae over the work, 
the companion productions of М. Рогу, ocoupy- 
ing ten panels, will bear ог са! comparison. The 
dome and cornices remain intact, өвд from the 
centre of the cupola the gorgeous cbaudelier, most 
elaborately desigred, wrought, aud ornament. d, 
is hung. This remarkable work іш thirty fret in 
height, its greatest diameter twolve feet, and the 
weight nearly a ton А monstrous dragon up- 
holds (he whole, and sustains amongst the oros- 
mentations of this brilliant chandelier six smaller 
dragons, carved and gilt, each holding in his up- 
turned month а lotua flower containing gas jets. 
Four smaller chandeliers, of Chinese pattern, are 
suspended from the breasts of as many peacocks 
Springing from each principal angle beneath the 
cupola. ‘I'he bangaeting hall iseixt; tect long, forty- 
three wide, and forty-five high, and will accommo- 
date 6: 0 persona. The prevailing decorations are 
grotesque forme of dragons aud serpents, шог! 
elaborately carved, interwoven, and gilt. Tho 
drapery is of rich damask silk, baviog а yellow 
ground, and an elaborate pattern in purple. The 
north and south drawipg-roems and interveniog 
saloon are decorated in lers imposiug bnt in chaste 
and teautiful style, а mixture of the Eastern and 
Pompeian. Upon the шивїс-гоош, the last of this 
suite of spartments, the most gorgeous decoration | 
has been lavished. It may be sufficient to remark 
that not only is the Pavilion worthy of the fa- 
vouríte watering: piace of the sunny south, where 
summer even now lingers, as if loth to leave at 
all; bat ín these rooms Brighton possesses trea- 
sures of artistic beaaty and worth that must add 
very materially to the ordinary atiraotiveness of 
their fashionable and much-frequented town.
